Edwin Bernbaum first heard of a hidden 
valley in the Himalayas called Knembalung 
from the brother of the head lama of 
Tengboche monastery. The story reminded 
him of the fictional Shangri-La of Lost 
Horizon and he decided he must find it. His 
adventure led him over a 21,000 -foot peak 
and across numerous glaciated passes, but 
he made it. Mr. Bernbaum will share his 
adventure with Academy members this 
month in a slide lecture and discuss ancient 
Tibetan legends and their symbolism in 
Tibetan art and Buddhism. 

Mr. Bernbaum is author of The Way to 
Shambhala and a doctoral candidate in 
Asian Studies at the University of California 
at Berkeley.
